The Papift hates me, becaufe he thinks me 
an Enemy to Chrift and hisChurch. The Turk 
hates me, becaufe he hates the Name of Chrifl, 
as fuch, bids him defyance, as a Saviour, and 
declares Univerfal War againft his very Name, 
and all that profefs to Worfhip him. 

Europe in Genetal have efteemed ita Stated 
Maxim, to joyn all their Forcesto oppofe Jurk~ 
ifh Power, and to keep Makomet our of the 
Bounds of Chrift’s Flock; alf the Powers. and 
Princes of Chriftendom have prelerved: this 
Priaciple, 4s well from Policy as Charity, to 
yn in keeping out the Turks. 

Self-Préfervation prompred them by the Na- 
tural Motions of their awn Reafon, fince to give 
him farther Footing, was, by yielding to the be- 
ftrudtion of their Neighbour, to make. way for 
their own. 

What thofe People imagined to themfelves, 
who would have Kara Muftapbs the Grand Yi- 
zier, Mafter of Vienna, 1 cannot imagine ; nor 
can I fuppo they ever contidered, whether 
the Proteftant Powers of Germaty could better 
oppofe theTurks,after the Emperét was fabdued, 
tha before.

_ ‘That all the Proreftants in Germany had. dif- 
ferent thoughts trom thefe Gentlemen, is very 
plain, in che ftrong Efforts they. made, for the 
Prelervation of -thac.City, in kaying. afide. the 
ifferences among themielves, and Proteftant 
wel] as Papift joyning their endeavours to. 
expell the Barbarous Invafion.of the Turks. 


Ta this purpoie we faw the Eleétor of Saxony, . 


Cather to the Prefent King of Poland, at the 
Head 6f his Proteftant Army, came in Perfon 
with all his Forces, to deliver the Emperor 3 the 
King of Pruffia fent a-ftrong Body of - Branden- 
burgkers to the fame purpole, and-thefe. made 
no {cruple rather to fight for Popery, than faf- 
fer the Turkifh Troops to break into the Empire, 
and {ubdue the Barrier of Germany. 

The Prefent Duke of Bavaria, tho’ always 
Catholick, and a, moft Zealous Prince for the 
Eftablifhment of Popery,.as he has fince made 
appear, yet made no {cruple to jgyn with the 
Hereticks of Saxony and Brandenburgbh, to keep 
out the Turks. 

Nay, all Europe, the Swede, the Lunenburghs 
ers, the Durch and the Englifb alfo were pre- 
paring large Bodies of Men to the Affiftance of 
the Emperer, jn Order to help keep up the 
tmperial Power, and prevent the Eruption. of 


. Sarbarifm into thete Countries, the Neighbour 


hood of which muft have had a Terrible Iuflu- 
ence upon vs all. 

What then thefe Gentlemen could pretend, 
who.

both port and wnreafanable: If thefe things 
come tolight,. they: that are offended, muft 
blame thofe People who.are the Caufe of rhefe 
things, not our Relation, which as it has from 
the beginning pretended to impartial Truth, 
fo refolves to purfue it thro’ all the Reflections 
and Repreaches of Parties, whether on this fide 
er that. 

And firft f cannot acquit the Malecontents 
of Aungary, for I am not to be expefted to call 
them by the diftinguifring Tithe of Proteftants, 
the greateft pars of them being gener .slly orkerwife: 
Icannot acquicthem, I fay, of being the origi- 
paj,avow’d Authors of the laft Turtijfb War.

by their Numberleis Troops, as without Que- 
ftion: would have been, had.that Town beer 
Taken, we had owed itall to the Aurgarians. 
They were the Men that began the War, 
that invited the 7urks to invade the Empire, and 
joyn’d all theig Forces-wich them in the A@tion. 


I am loth to aggravate the Circumftances of - 


this Action ;. I am loth to look into all the black 
Confequences, even to the Proteftaats, as well 
as to the reft of Europe, had this Fatal Piece of 
Treachery taken its detired effedt.. 

In this, God Almighty Mercifully Proteéted: 
thefe Parts of the World, and Declared that he 
has not yet refolved to remove his Church out 
of Chrifteadom.
